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I.  PfiEFACE 


The  MiPes  Oakley  with  whom  this  book  starts  was  the 
son  of  John  Oakley,  a  native  of  England.  Due  to  similar 
coats-of-arms,  John  Oakley  was  probably  the  son  of  William 
Oakley,  of  Shropshire .  If  so,  he  also  had  a  brother  and 
grandfather  named  William. 

Miles'  mother's  name  is  not  known,  but  his  father  was 
probably  a  widower  when  he  immigrated,  and  later  married 
one  Mary  Van  ITuyse  of  Staten  Island,  in  1662. 

Miles  also  had  a  brother  Thomas  who  was  the  Euicestor 
of  the  Long  Island  Branch  of  Hempstead  and  Huntington, 
but  that  branch  is  not  traced  in  this  book. 

The  name  is  derived  from  a  lea  of  oaks.  The  first 
man  to  bear  this  name  lived  in  England  supposedly  about 
the  time  of  William  the  Oonquerer  and  owned  a  lea  of  oaks. 
It  was  for  this  reason  that  he  chose  the  name  Oak*r>lea. 

The  first  John  is  known  to  have  used  the  spellings 
Oakley,  Oakly,  Okly,  Oakie,  Okey,  Okie,  Oake,  Okee,  Okley, 
Oke,  and  possibly  others.  Of  course,  some  of  these  spell¬ 
ings  were  used  by  later  members  of  the  family.  However, 
one  must  not  confuse  these  spellings  with  those  of  the 


Oake  and  O'Eie  families  which  also  spell  their  names  some 
of  these  ways.

graphy  of  Cornelius  Oakley: 

"Among  the  principal  Westchester  Guides  were  the  brothers 
Cornelius  Oakley  and  Isaac  Oakley  of  White  Plains,  and 
their  cousin  James  Oakley  of  the  Borough  to’wn  of  West¬ 
chester. 

"Their  ancestors  were  among  the  early  settlers  of  the 
Borough  town  of  Westchester  and  White  Plains.  Cornelius 
Oakley  was  born  on  -che  15th  of  January,  1757  in  7/hite 
Plains,  to  which  his  father  had  moved  several  years 
previously. 
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'•Some  time  in  the  spring  of  1775  when  it  became  evident 
that  a  struggle  with  the  Jnother-country  was  at  hand, 
Cornelius  and  his  brother  Isaac  enrolled  themselves  in 
a  volunteer  company  of  ardent  Whigs  their  own  age,  be¬ 
longing  to  this  part  of  the  country.  They  took  this 
measure  without  the  knowledge  of  their  father  who  had 
attached  himself  to  the  Soiriety  of  Quakers,  and  conse¬ 
quently  heard  of  it  with  extreme  disapprobation. 

"At  the  time  of  putting  his  forces  into  motion.  General 
Heath  applied  to  the  committee  of  safety  for  some  per¬ 
sons  minutely  acquainted  with  the  county,  and  especi¬ 
ally  the  roaas  leading  to  New  York,  who  might  act  as 
guides  and  assist  him  in  the  capacity  of  aides.  That 
body  appointed  Cornelius  Oakley  with  others  to  accom¬ 
pany  that  Division  under  General  Scott  in  that  capacity. 
"The  body  of  guides  was  first  organized  when  General 
Heath  maae  the  demonstration  against  Port  Independence 
in  January  1777.  He  applied  to  the  committee  of  safety 
for  some  persons  closely  aqquainted  with  the  roads 
leading  to  New  York  to  act  as  guides  and  assist  him  in 
the  capacity  of  aides.  It  was  due  to  their  skillful 
guidance  that  the  divisions  arrived  simultaneously  be¬ 
fore  the.  British  outposts  without  having  been  discov¬ 
ered. 

"In  1781  during  the  whole  time  the  combined  armies 
were  in  Westchester  County,  Oakley  was  constantly  near 
General,  fiochambeau.  He  made  a  strong  impression  on  the 
principal  officers,  both  Drench  and  American.  Rocham- 
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beau  once  said  to  Mm,  'Oakley,  Nature  designed  you  for 
a  leader  of  an  army. * 

"He  always  posse sed  a  nice  sense  of  wbat  was  due  to  hiTn 
as  a  man  of  honor.  When  the  combined  forces  retired  from 
Westchester  County  on  their  way  to  Yorktown,  WasMngton 
invited  him  to  dinner  at  Headquarters,  where  he  met  sev¬ 
eral  of  the  superior  officers,  convened,  as  he  soon  af¬ 
terwards  discovered,  for  the  purpose  of  persuading  him 
to  go  below  as  a  spy.  Accordingly,  as  soon  as  the  cloth 
was  removed,  the  proposition  was  made  to  him  by  the  Am¬ 
erican  commander  and  was  rejected  instantly  with  indig¬ 
nation.  The  officers  present  then  joined  ?/ashington  in 
endeavoring  to  pacify  the  \inexpected  outbreak  of  dis¬ 
pleasure,  and  after  some  time  had  elapsed,  the  whole 
party,  renewing  the  subject,  made  another  attempt  to 
accomplish  the  object  which  had  brought  them  together. 
They  urged  at  much  length  that  at  that  particular  mo¬ 
ment,  the  good  cause  stood  in  great  need  of  a  confiden¬ 
tial  agent  to  reside  with  the  enemy  for  special  purposes. 
They  expressed  the  exalted  opinion  entertained  by  them 
of  his  fidelity  and  address,  declared  that  of  all  the 
persons  they  could  think  of,  he  was  the  one  hest  fitted 
for  the  required  service,  and  concluded  by  appealing  to 
Ms  patriotism,  for  the  sacrifice  of  Ml  feelings  that 
stood  in  the  way  of  his  consent. 

"He  replied  that  he  was  ready  at  all  times  to  do  what 
was  just  and  reasonable  in  the  cause  in  wMch  they  had 
all  embarked,  and  if  Ms  country  required  him,  he  would 
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not  forfeit  his  good  name  by  acting  in  the  infamous  ca¬ 
pacity  of  a  spy.  When  the  officers  present  again  persis¬ 
ted  in  pressing  the  subject  upon  his  consideration,  he 
rose  from  the  table,  and  after  expressing  in  a  few  words, 
the  regret  that  the  commander- in-chief  and  his  company 
had  not  conceived  a  more  favourable  opinion  of  his  prin¬ 
ciples,  abruptly  tooJc  his  leave.  So  profoundly  disgusted 
was  he  at  this  attempt  to  draw  from  his  services  which 
he  deemed  dishonorable,  that  he  resigned  his  employment 
as  a  guide,  and  withdrew  to  a  distant  part  of  the  coun¬ 
try,  and  it  was  not  till  after  the  expiration  of  several 
months,  and  after  much  entreaty,  that  he  consented  to 
return  and  resume,  his  situation. 

OUE  OF  OAKLEY'S  NUMEROUS  EXPLOITS,  AN  ATTEB/EPT  TO  CAPTURE 

CAPTAIN  UELANCEY; 

"Uelancey's  Refugees  were  particularly  bold  and  to  stop 
this  indiscriminate  plundering  of  the  inhabitants  Colonel 
Mi3J.en  planned  an  attack  on  their  headquarters,  which  at 
that  time  was  the  Archer  House  (near  Xingsbridge) .  For 
this  service  he  had  selected  about  one  hundred  and  fifty 
men  from  three  Massachusetts  regiments  with  thirty  vol- 
uuteers  and  eight  or  ten  of  the  Westchester  guides, 
formed  into  a  detachment  which  was  to  attempt  Uelancey's 
capture. 

"Colonel  Millen  sent  Capteiin  Cushing  with  the  detachment 
which  had  been  formed  for  the  raid.  When  Cushing  reached 
Mile  Square  a  heavy  rain  set  in,  which  ended  the  pursuit 
and  he  decided  to  return.  The  guiaes  earnestly  opposed, 
this,  although  Cushing  pleaded  lack  of  authority,  per- 
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suaded  hinL  to  attempt  the  attack  on  the  Archer  House  at 
once,  using  as  arguments  the  fatigue  of  the  enemy,  as 
well  as  the  storm  and  the  darkness  of  the  night.  After  a 
short  rest  about  five  miles  from  the  house*,  he  sent  out 
an  advance  party,  which  fell  in  with  a  patrol  of  three 
men  whom  they  surrounded  and  captured  without  raising  an 
alarm^  Prom  these  Cushing  obtained  information  as  to  the 
number  of  men  and  the  conditions  in  the  house,  as  well 
as  the  countersign  for  the  night.  The  prisoners  also 
told  them  that  the  door  was  secured  by  heavy  iron  bars, 
but  that  the  windows  and  shutters  were  not  so  secure. 
Cornelius  Oakley  asked  the  privelege  of  leading  the  at¬ 
tack  by  breaking  open  the  shutters.  In  this  he  sue ceded, 
jtLmping  into  the  room,  carrying  the  sash  with,  him,  and 
instantly  followed  by  Hyckman  and  Lieutenant  Blake,  all 
three  sprawling  on  the  floor  among  the  astonished  troop¬ 
ers.  They  recovered  at  once  and  informed  theuL  that  the 
house  was  surrounded,  and  any  attempt  to  fight  or  escape 
would  mean  instant  death.  Dyckman  unbolted  the  door  and 
admitted  Captain  Cushing  with  about  thirty  men,  to  which 
the  inmates,  consisting  of  one  captain,  two  sub-alterns, 
and  seventeen  non-commissioned  officers  and  privates, 
fli  1  that  were  in  the  house  at  the  tdmie  surrendered. 
Unfortunately  Colonel  Lelancey  was  absent,  having  gone 
to  Williamsbridge  where  the  heavy  storm  detained  h  n* 
’’Cornelius  Oakley  continued  with  the  Continental  amd 
State  troops  until  the  spring  of  1783.  After  the  Pro¬ 
clamation  of  Peace,  he  returned  to  agricultural  pursuits. 
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“Upon  the  great  questions  which  agitated  the  public  mind 
he  invariably  formed  opinions  for  himself,  sometimes  re¬ 
ducing  them  to  writing. 

“In  disposition  he  was  sanguine,  kind  and  sociable,  and 
blameless  in  his  domestic  relations.  Althou^  he  had  oc¬ 
cupied  stations  of  authority  in  early  life,  there  waa  some¬ 
times  a  seeming  severity  in  his  manners,  and  where  he  had  a 
right  to  command,  he  always  exacted  a  prompt  obedience. 
“Itiring  the  later  part  of  his  life,  his  constitution  be¬ 
came  impared,  in  consequence  to  the  great  exposures  to 
which  he  had  been  subjected  while  im  the  public  service."

prompted  to  aid  in  the  erection  of  a  memorial  to  Cornelius 
Oakley.  The  tablet  was  dedicated  on  Sunday,  November  14, 
1926  with  appropriate  exercises.  The  tablet  is  of  bronze 
and  is  mounted  on  a  field  stone  in  front  of  the  Oakley 
graiie.  The  first  part  of  the  tablet  is  the  memorial  proper; 
'In  Memory  of  Cornelius  Oakley  a  coureageous  and  zealous 
guide  in  Westchester  County  during  the  American  Revolution. 
"The  second  part  of  the  tablet  is  a  prayer  for  peace  as 
befits  its  location;

he  built  him  a  comfortable  house  and  barn,  that  he 
kept  an  itm  for  the  entertainment  of  travelers,  which 
enabled  him  to  maintain  his  family,  which  consists  of  a 
wife  and  four  small  children;  that  on  the  approach  of 
the  enemy  he  removed  his  wife  (who  lay  in  bed  but  six 
days  before)  with  his  children  to  the  north  of  the  lines 
formed  by  the  troops  under  your  Excellency's  command; 
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that  on  his  return  to  bring  off  some  of  his  furniture  and 
most  valuable  effects^  he  found  his  house  robbed  anri  pil¬ 
laged,  his  desk  split  to  pieces,  his  money,  books, 
papers  taken  and  carried  away  by  our  own  troops  by  which 
means  he  is  left  without  a  second  bed  and  scarse  a  change 
of  clothing  for  himself,  his  wife,  of  his  children;  tMs 
your  petitioner  bore  with  resignation,  not  doubting  but  if 
he  should  again  get  into  his  house  he  should  by  his  indus- 
try  in  time  retrieve  his  losses.  But  so  it  is,  may  it  please 
your  Excellency,  that  on  Tuesday  night  last,  your  petioner's 
house  and  barn  was  by  some  of  the  American  troops  burnt  to 
the  ground,  and  your  petitioner  left  without  any  meand  wiiat- 
ever  of  obtaining  a  subsistance.

Yo\ir  petitioner,  therefore 
begs  your  Excellency  will  be  favorably  pleased  to  take  his 
melancholy  case  into  consideration,  and  give  him  such  re¬ 
lief  in  the  premises  as  to  you  in  your  great  wisdom  shall 
seem  just  and  reasonable. 

"Your  petitioner  further  begs  if  your  Excellency  should  be 
of  the  opinion  that  the  granting  of  your  petitioner  relief 
is  not  properly  in  your  department,  that  your  Excellency 
will  be  pleased  to  inquire  into  the  truth  of  the  facts 
within  set  forth,  and  give  your  petitioner  such  certifi¬ 
cates  recommendations,  either  to  the  honorable  Contin— 
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ental  or  Provincial  Congress  as  you  think  your  petitioner's 
hard  case  truly  deserves,  and  your  petitioner  will  ever 
pray.
